Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Katagiri (5,551,856) discloses a powder molding press, comprising a base plate, a lower 
coupling plate, a die supporting plate, a lower punch support plate, an upper tool receiving unit 
connected to an upper coupling plate and an upper coupling plate (Figure 2). 

However, Katagiri fails to disclose an actuating device for each of the plurality of tool 
supports for individually moving the tool support back and forth. 

It is noticed that the international search report has indicated that the current claims are 
novel over the prior art.
